W 
KRE the present Republican ma­ 
jority in the house of represents! 
lives to be called upon to pick our 
next President from among the Demo­ 
crats, the situation would be roughly 
comparable to that which prevailed In 
that strange, turbulent fourth Afflcri 
can election of 18U() in which Thomas 
Jefferson finally was seated in the 
President’s chair largeij through Hi** 
personal efforts of his most bilter p<> 
litical 
antagonist. 
Alexander Hamil­ 
ton. 
Federalist party fortunes under four 
years of President John Adams hud 
fnllen low. 
In opposition. Jeffersonian 
Republicans (forerunners of modern 
Democrats) 
presented such a solid 
front that George Washington, then In 
retirement, 
despairingly 
exclaimed: 
“Let that party set up a broomstick, 
and call It a true son of liberty—a 
dem ocrat—or give it any other epithet 
that will suit their purpose, and If will 
command their votes In toto. ’ 
Federalists tried to draft Washing 
ton himself for a third term ; but the 
“Father of His Country” died suddenly 
In 
December, 
1799, probably before 
these overtures reached him In the 
post. 
Federalists then resigned themselves 
to 
making 
another 
campaign 
with 
President Adams. 
Early In 
imhi a 
caucus of Federalist congressmen se­ 
lected the President as tlieir candidate 
to succeed himself, witli Charles C. 
Pinckney of South Carolina as his 
running mate. 
Jeffersonian congressmen, In a simi­ 
lar caucus, picked the sage of Monti- 
cello to head their ticket, with Aaron 
Burr of New York for vice president. 
The factional rift In the Federalist 
ranks at once burst open wide. Alex­ 
ander Hamilton, powerful boss of the 
anti-Adams Federalists, issued a vin­ 
dictive letter criticizing Adams as Jeal 
oils, egotistical, Ill-tempered, arbitrary. 
This pamphlet, designed for qul**t cir­ 
culation only among a few of Hamil­ 
ton’s Federalist friends, promptly fell 
into the hands of the crafty Colonel 
Burr. 
He sent copies abroad among 
Jeffersonian newspapers, which print­ 
ed them 
In 
high 
glee. 
“Alexander 
Pamphlet” became a Republican tiick- 
mirne for the 
discomfited 
Hamilton, 
white furious Adam pamphleteers set 
to work to refute Ids criticisms. 
Jefferson, for his part, as 
in 
the 
campaign of 1800, had to sustain much 
personal abuse, largely on the score 
of his free thinking in religious m at­ 
ters. 
As election returns from the states 
trickled slowly ln.it was apparent that 
the Federalists were beaten 
Repub 
IlCftn elation knew n<> hounds Church 
hells hurst under too vigorous ringing. 
Federalists were facetiously threaten­ 
ed with a raise In the price of shaves 
at tfie barber shops because their faces 
had become so long 
But elation soon gave way to per 
plexities with realization that, under 
the old system of \<»iing, Jefferson and 
Burr had received a tie vote of 73 
each. Sixty-five votes went to Adams, 
64 to Pinckney, one to John Jay. 
Tills, of course, 
meant 
that 
the 
choice between Jefferson and Burr for 
the Presidency would he thrown Into 
the lower house of congress. And there 
Federalists, 
not 
Republicans, 
con 
trolled a majority of the state votes! 
The house of representatives, with 
exception of one sick member, mus­ 
tered a full attendance for the deci­ 
sive event. Another sick member had 
himself carried into the Capitol In his 
bed rather than miss participating In 
the voting. 
On the first vote taken by states 
on February 11, isol, eight of the 
sixteen states were found to he for 
Jefferson, six for Burr, and two, Ver­ 
mont 
and Maryland, divided—giving 
neither candidate a majority. 
These 
results being steadily maintained, con­ 
gressmen sent out for 
pillows 
and 
nightcaps and snoozed In their seats 
or on the floor, between the successive 
ballots which were taken at intervals 
all through the night. 
At the prospect that Burr might be 
chosen 
President, 
none 
was 
more 
aghast than Hamilton 
who later was 
to die by Burr’s hand In a duel. Ham ­ 
ilton liuted Jefferson hut more he dis­ 
trusted the wily manipulator from his 
own state. So lie did ail In his power, 
and with considerable effect, to In­ 
duce his Federalist friends to cause 
Burr’s defeat. 
Finally on the thirty-sixth ballot, 
taken 
February 
17, 
one 
Federalist 
from 
Vermont, 
by 
rea rran g e m e n t, 
absented himself, two from Maryland 
dropped 
In 
blank 
votes, and these 
states, which 
had boon divided on 
previous ballots, cast tlieir choices for 
Jefferson, giving him 
10 
votes 
to 
Burr’s 6. 
Hamilton had succeeded In electing 
his principal political adversary. 
Re^ 
publicans derisively 
gave the toast, 
“Alexander Hamilton; few men have 
done more to promote the election of 
Thomas Jefferson.

tion with which Jeffersonian partisans

understanding of the subject of

am ines by poutry raisers. 
True, we 
don’t know what they are, but 
we 
know what they will accomplish 
and 
that is the main thing after all. 
Of the four known v itam in « , A, B, 
C and I), proper understanding of the 
functions of the first and fourth 
is 
of param ount importance to 
poutry 
raisers. 
The other two may be ignor­ 
ed, a- B is present in the outer cover­ 
ing of all grains and chickens do not 
seem to need vitam m e C at all. 
If feed is deficient in vitamine A, a 
disease called nutritional roup 
may 
develop. 
M ature birds affected 
in 
this way will 
die 
in 
from 
four to 
twelve months and young chicks 
in 1 
from four to 
eight 
weeks. 
Since 
feeding the proper ration of vitamine 
A means a very considerable protec­ 
tion against this disease, it may 
be 
seen that a proper understanding of 
the sources of this im portant 
vita­ 
mine is som ething worth considering. 
Vitam ine 
A 
is produced in 
all 
plants that grow in sunlight and

stored in the part th at show- a green I KH OT I f|| [IQ IICII 
or yellow color at m aturity. 
Thus we lIU U l * LUulU IT IL Ii 
find it in yellow corn, the outer leav­ 
es of cabbage, the leaves of alfalfa 
and sim ilar plants, in yellow carrots 
and in

they are 
sprouted in the presence of 
enough 
sunlight to insure a good green color. 
Any other kind is valueless. 
There 
a ir not the only suorces of vitamine 
A, but they are the ones principally 
used in poultry feeding. 
S trangely 
enough, drying does not affect the vi­ 
tamine content of vegetable products, 
a fact which accounts for the value 
>f alfalfa hay, and meal, when used 
for winter feeding.

It is doubtful if any other feast 
•lay in the C hristian calendar carries 
with it such a dominant note of joy 
as 
E aster. 
The coming of Spring 
an*l the ending of the solemn le n te n 
season lend im petus to the sincerity 
of the celebration. 
Th«* modern cel­ 
ebration of this day is probably more* 
m aterialistic than that of the 
anci-! 
ents. 
In this country Easter is made; 
the occasion for the wearing of the 
latest mode* and the famous fashion; 
parades on the boulevards 
of

day. 
Despite this, however, the sp ir­ 
itual side of the day has

neglected ami special Easter church 
services are widely attended. 
E aster probably derives

Alex­ 
ander Hamilton, powerful boss of the 
anti-Adams Federalists, Issued a vln 
dlctive letter criticizing Adams as Jeal 
ous, egotistical, Ill-tempered, arbitrary. 
This pamphlet, designed for quiet olr 
culatlon only among a few of Hamll 
ton’s Federalist friends, promptly fell 
into the hands of the crafty Colonel 
Burr. 
He sent copies abroad among 
Jeffersonian newspapers, which print­ 
ed them

glee. 
"Alexander 
Pamphlet” became a Republican nick­ 
name for the 
discomfited 
Hamilton, 
white fttrlou* Adam pamphleteers set 
to work to refute Ids criticisms. 
Jefferson, for tils part, as

personal abuse, largely on the score 
of Ids free thinking in religious m at­ 
ters. 
As election return* from the states 
trickled Howly 1n.it was apparent that 
the Federalists were beaten

Federalists were facetiously threaten

Jefferson and 
Burr had received a tie vote ot 73 
each. Sixty-five v o te s went to Adams. 
64 to Pinckney, one to John Jay.
